Cross to New Jersey via the George Wash¬ 
ington Bridge or the Lincoln or Holland Tun¬ 
nels, whichever is most convenient for you. 
Then, take Route 1 to Route 22, west. These 
routes are very clearly marked. Continue on 
Route 22 to the Somerville traffic circle 
where you will change to Route 202, south. 
Route 202 will bring you directly into New 
Hope via the LambertviUe, N. J, bridge. 

After crossing the LambertviUe bridge, 
turn left at the first traffic light, (This 
street may be closed due to construction 
work; however, you can enter for passage of 
the one block required.) Proceed one block, 
past cannon, to Logan Inn and turn right. 
Continue up this street until you cross the 
bridge which spans the Canal. About 150 
yards further you will come to a stone 
bridge. Cross this bridge, then turn left 
to the parking lot for barge trip patrons. 

The trip takes about 2 to 2-1/2 hours 
from New York. 
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
